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INTRODUCTION 



On February 22, 2005, the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency (Illinois EPA) was 
tasked by the Region 5 Offices of the United States Environmental Protection Agency (U.S. 
EPA) to conduct Pre-CERCLIS Screening Assessments on historic lead sites within the Chicago 
Metropolitan Area. These properties were identified from historic maps and industrial 
directories that suggest that lead may have been used at these facilities. The Pre-CERCLIS 
Screening Assessment (PCS) activities will include a review of available information, a visual 
site reconnaissance, a determination of current land use, and identify the risk for human exposure 
to potential contaminants on the subject property and adjacent land. 

SITE DESCRIPTION 

The Illinois Smelting and Refining Co., reportedly located at 3710 S. California Ave., 
Cook County, Chicago, Illinois, has been identified as a potential lead site. This address is 
located in the downtown area of Chicago, IL, on the west side of California Ave. between W 36 th 
PL and W 37 th PL. Currently, this is the location of a two-story brick building which appears to 
be used by Stack Container Services. The surrounding area is occupied by commercial and 
industrial businesses and roadways. Residential occupancy in the area includes a neighborhood 
about a block south of the property. The likelihood of human exposure to contaminated media, if 
present, would be low considering the ground surface is mostly covered by artificial surfaces, 
and the only residential neighborhood surrounding this location is to the south of the property. A 
tall chain link fence with barbwire.on the top, borders the property. None of the informational 
resources used to evaluate this location suggest any metallurgical operations existed at this 
location. No information was available on State or Federal databases using this location or 
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company name (U.S. Environmental Protection Agency)(IIlinois Environmental Protection 
Agency). No environmental samples were collected during the PCS. 

SITE HISTORY 

Sanborn Fire Insurance Maps from 1912 and 1950 were reviewed for evidence that 
would suggest any metallurgical operations occurred at the 3710 S. California Ave. address. No 
reference was made on any of the maps that would suggest smelting operations occurred at that 
address. 

Three additions of the Standard Metal Directory (1940, 1948-1949, and 1963-1964) were 
reviewed to obtain any information about the Illinois Smelting and Refining Co. There were 
advertisements that listed 3710 S. California Ave. as the office, but no information has been 
compiled that would suggest these operations occurred at this address. Based on the information 
available, it appears only office related activities could have been conducted at the 3710 S. 
California Ave. location. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Based on the findings of this Pre-CERCLIS Screening, the author of this report 
recommends that the Illinois Smelting and Refining Co., located at 3710 S. California Ave., 
Chicago, IL, receive No Further Action under the CERCLA process. A review of available 
information (see Appendices A-F) suggests that the Illinois Smelting and Refining Co. was 
present at the 3710 S. California Ave. address, but it would have functioned in an office related 
capacity only. Current conditions at this location pose little threat to human exposure, should 
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contaminated media exist. No residential neighborhoods are surrounding the location and the 
perimeter is bounded by a tall chain link fence with barbwire on the top.
